THE GUILLOTINE. 


Man 
Was Not Invented by the 


Whose Name It Bears. 


In a book published by Hector 


Fleischman in Germany the story of 
the origin of the instrument of execu- 
tion which was named for Dr. Guillo- 
tin in the days of the reign of terror 
is flatly denied. ''There is no truth 
in the story, so long believed," be says, 
'that the genial old physician invented 
:he machine which was named for him 
and by means of which he is said to 
have lost his life shortly afrer its adop- 
tion. 
Guillotin, in keeping with the 


spirit of his time, proposed on Odt 
10, 1789, that all offenders, regardless 
of their birth or station, ^should be dealt 
with alike by the law, and sis' months 
later he proposed to the government 
that convicted murderers should be 
beheaded by means of a simple appara- 
tus. The mechanism of which he and 
no one else had any idea at that time 
was spoken of as the 'simple appara- 
tus" by the humorists of the day, and 
the phrase was used to make its pro- 
poser ridiculous, so that when a- ma- 
chine finally was adopted the wits of 
the time pamed it guillotine. The gov- 
ernment, evidently recognizing the val- 
ue of the suggestion, asked one An- 
Loine Louis, a surgeon at the' Salpe- 
triere, to devise a machine and later 
gave a similar order to a carpenter by 
Lhe name of Guidon, who offered to 
construct an instrument for decapita- 
tion for o.GfiO livres. This was consid- 
ered too high a price, and the contract 
was given to a German cabinetmaker 
by the name of Tobias Schmidt, who 
received 8*24 livros for the accepted 
model in 1792. Schmidt mntlc jruillo- 
incs for all the provinces, and the in- 
dustry bronjrbt him a moderate for- 
tune, which he proceeded to squander 
in Paris, while I»r. Gmliotin. wbo ncv- 
T bad anything: to do w 5th the making 
of a JiiacbJae which bor<j his name, 
.-onlimicd to practice bis profession 
quietly nwl unostentatiously in P.iri» 
until be <l:cd there on March £G, 1S14."
